$1,163.48 during the year.

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and 
Expenditures—Estimated and Actual Revenues:

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1947, are presented in Sched- 
ules B and C. As indicated by the budget summary - 
(Schedule C), a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$1,805.71, less a net revenue surplus of $648.82, resulted 
in a net budget deficit of $1,156.89. | 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Schedule D) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1947, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included in 
Schedule D. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of 
December 31, 1947, is indicated in Schedule E. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of ail town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Re- 
ceipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 


In last year’s report it was noted that there were un- 
redeemed taxes on account of the levies of 1942, 1938, 
1937 and prior years amounting to $190.40. In 1947 the 
1938 tax was redeemed and a deed was taken by the town 
on account of the 1942 tax. There still remain unre- 
deemed taxes:on account of the levies of 1934, 1936 and 
1937, (Schedule J) which the collector should deed to the 
town or the selectmen should abate 1f for any reason 
deeds cannot be taken. 


The accounts and records of all town officials were 
found in good condition and the accounting procedure 
conformed to the uniform system prescribed by this Divi- 
sion. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyman for their assistance during the course of the audit.
